DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/05/06 has been entered. 

Reasons for allowance 

Examiner acknowledges a submission of the amendment filled on 04/05/06. 
Claims 10-14, 21-23 have been kept original, claims 1, 4, 15 & 18 have been amended, 
claims 7-9 & 20 kept as previously presented and claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 16, 17 & 19 have 
been cancelled. New claims 24 & 25 were added. It also included remarks/arguments. 
Amendments and arguments have overcome rejection 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claim 1 the closest references are: 

a) "Voltage Surge Suppression Power Circuits" Stahl US Patent 5388021 issued on 
February 07, 1995. 

b) "Nullification of Magnetic Fields Relative to Coils" Groehl et al. US Patent 5565836 
issued on October 15, 1996. 

This references fail to teach "an inner coil wound substantially inside an outer coil, the 
inner coil having a first winding, the outer coil having a second winding placed at 
substantially 90 degree angle to one another". 
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Regarding claim 15 the closest references are: 

a) "Voltage Surge Suppression Power Circuits" Stahl US Patent 5388021 issued on 
February 07, 1995. 

b) "Nullification of Magnetic Fields Relative to Coils" Groehl et al. US Patent 5565836 
issued on October 15, 1996. 

This references fail to teach "a bottom surface of the first coil touching a top surface of 
the second coil, and windings of the first coil and windings of the second coil placed at 
substantially 90 degree angle to one another". 

The following US patents: Ayres et al. (US 6046583), Markov et al. (US 4992726) 
and Chellman (US 5414350) describe coils placed at 90 degrees to one another with 
sandwiched, intertwined or juxtaposed configurations. However, all of them are in the 
gauges art, which give no motivation to combine them with the closest references above 
mentioned. 

As a result for claims 1 & 15 the allowability resides, at least in part, in the above- 
described limitations, in combination with the other elements of each of the claims, 
which has not been disclosed in or rendered obvious by the Prior Art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
